The petitioners pointed-out-that 
“while some diversification can 
be achieved by restrictions on 
ownership, a most important 
means toward diversity isthe 
maximization of technically and 
financially sound outlets.” 

They aiso contended that rapid 
Population growth in urban areas 
has resulted in inadequate 
television service in those 
markets. “While the number of 
outlets has been increased 
through the development of UHF, 
in major markets, the demand for 
new outlets -- and particularly 
new VHF outlets -- remains, 
acute,” they said 

Viewers in rural areas might 
also benefit from the creation of 
new channels, according to the 
petitioners. They explained that 
Programming developed for new 
VHF Channels could also be 
used by UHF stations with a 
primarily rural audience 

The petitioners asked the FCC 
to reserve a new VHF channel for 
a non-commercial television 
licensee where there is at present 
no VHF channel reserved for non- 
commercial television 

They pointed out that in more 


than 25 of.the top 100 markets,no | 


commercal station is on the air, 
and in 38 of the major markets 
which do have non-commercial 
outlets, they are UHF rather than 
VHF 

“Most notably in the field of 
children’s programming, public 
television now provides entertain-* 
ment and information which the 
commercial channels do not even 
attempt to match,” the petitioners 
declared. “Of the four national 
networks, for example, only PBS 
carries regularly-scheduled atter- 
school programs designed for 
children." 

The petitioners said that non- 
commercial programming on UHF 
stations does. not.provide an ef- 
fective substitute, because "UHF 
signals are inferior, reaching far 
fewer homes with acceptable 
quality of reception” and “UHF 
suffers trom the disadvantages of 
viewers’ tuning habits and the ab- 
sence of ‘click tuning.” 

The FCC should give pref- 
erence to minority group ap- 
Plicants in assigning new VHF 
channels, the petitioners said, 
where minorities comprise a sub- 
stantial portion of the population 
and where there are already two 
or more television stations of 
which minority group members 
are not substantial owners or 
managers.

3rd Trial For 


Daniels Robbery, Murder 


An Evanston man and a Bond 
Hill man will go to trial in 
Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Court on June 3 for the third time 
for the same murder. 

The two men, Andrew Edward 
Wallace and Ronald Crawford, 
are charged in the shooting 
death, during an attempted rob- 
bery, of Clarence (Chick) Daniels, 
413 Clark St., West End. The 
alleged robbery attempt occurred 
in April 1973. 


Wallace, 21, 1305 Carolina 


Ave., Bond Hill and Crawlord, 29, 
3518 Hudson Ave., Evanston, 
have been to trial twice before on 
first-degree murder charges, but 
each time the trials were ended 
because of hopelessly 
deadlocked juries. 

According to police reports, the 
pair along with a third man, David 
H. Keys, 22, 3024 Hackberry St., 
Wainut Hills, went to see Daniels, 
whom police described as a 
known dealer in stolen mer- 
chandise, because they planned 


to rob him. Wallace and Crawford 
say Daniels pulled a gun on them 
and was accidentally shot during 
the struggle. 

The third man, Keys, was con- 
victed of tirst-degree man- 
slaughter in ‘connection with 
Daniels’ death after it was 
revealed that he fired the fatal 
bullets at Daniels’ home where he 
went with Crawford and Wallace.

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Mallory’s Bill Would Aid Senior 
Citizens Use Of Absentee Ballot 


William L. Mallory, Assistant 
Majority Floor Leader of the Ohio 
House of Representatives, is 
House sponsor. of legislation 
allowing all senior citizens over 
62 years of age to vote by absen- 
tee ballot. The measure was 
unanimously approved by the 
House in a Monday evening floor 
session 

“A majority of our senior 
citizens have problems getting to 
the polls to vote. Many lack cars 
or public tfansportation while 
others have physical problems 
limiting their mobility,” commen- 
ted Representative Mallory. “The 
‘legisiation approved by™ the 
House will allow Ohio's senior 
citizens to vote by mail through 
the use of absentee ballots.” 

Notarization..of an. absentee 
ballot is réquired under present 
law. The legislation approved by 
the House would abolish this 
procedure but would require the 
voter's signature declaring that 
all statements being made on the 
ballot were true 

“It would appear that the 
notarization of absentee ballots 
not only is extremely difficult tor 
many senior citizens but actually 
Serves a5 a poll tax upon those 
who can least afford it,” Mallory 
said 

“Ht this measure becomes law, 
over 120,000 Ohioans will find it 
much easier to vote by absentee 
ballot,” Mallory continued, “And 
this will be possible with a 
minimal cost to local boards of 
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elections. The same extra 
workers that are hired to count 
ballots on election night could be 
used. to count these absentee 
ballots.” 

if the Senate agrees to House 
changes in the bill, the legistation 
will go to the Governor for his 
signature, Mallory said the 
measure could take effect in ime 
for the November general elec- 
tion 

Other changes made by the bill 


include 

-~elimination of the required 
certificate and affidavit accom- 
panying an absentee ballot ap- 
Plication from those who are ill 


disabled. or confined to a jail or 
workhouse 

-@limination of the requirement 
that, to vote by absentee ballot. a 
person must be “unavoidably” 


absent from the county and more 
than ten miles from his precinct

A young man with wheels is

Hardy hit the two pdles and slid 
into a railroad crossing gate. The 
engine and transmission of his 
1969 mode! car kept going for 
another 52 feet until they were 
stopped by a parked car and 
caught on fire. 

Hardy taces nine charges of 
tratfic violations as a result of the 
chase. He is slated to appear in 
Hamilton Coynty Traffic Court 
Next Thursday to answer those 
charges

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girl's mother, Mrs. Idella Owens 
revealed that the deceased girl 
had complained the previous 
evening of having a “headache” 
and making statements like “it 
don't wake up, I'll be in the hands 
of the Lord.” 

Mrs. idelia Owens says she was 
at work when her daughter's 
body was discovered. She said 
she called from her job to awaken 
her daughter to go to school.

make~ mystery a~-very— shallow 
word 

Michael Meadowbrooks. 
boytriend to the dead girl says he 
was the person who discovered 
the body. Meadowbrooks says he 
came to the Owens resident 
about 6..a.m.,the. morning of 
March 28 trom his job at a foun- 
ory 

He says he talked to the dead 
girl briefly before retiring in + 
another room elsewhere in the 
house. Again Shirley Owens 
made another one of her cryptic 
remarks Meadowbrooks said she 
asked him “would he still love her 
if she was not alive when he 
awoke?” Meadowbrooks said he 
told the girl to.stop talking. like 
that 

He says when. he awoke he 
went into. where Shirley was 
sleeping and tried to arouse her 
but was unsuccesstul, After 
checking the girl's pulse and fin- 
ding none he called the Cincin- 
nati Life Squad, the Cincinnati 
Fire Department and “everybody 
else” he could think-of. 

At this writing the findings of 
the Hamilton County Coroner's 
Office were not complete_and the 
cause of Shirley Owen's death 
had not been determined. One 
more part to riddle of the death of 
Shirley Owens is that shé told 
one of her sisters that if she went 
to sleep to awaken her every hour 
and not let her sleep straight 
through the night

The Freeman Ave:, address was 
the .scene of a recent raid by 
members of the Cincinnati Vice 
Squad in search of drugs. Miller 
was arrested at the time of the 
raid and charged with possession 
of a narcotic 

The apartment at that time was 
occupied by Mrs. Deborah 
Coleman allegedly the girl friend 
of Miller. The 25-year-old Mrs. 
Coleman accused the police of 
deliberately ransacking her apart- 
ment while searching for drugs 


Mrs. Coleman was arrested the 
same night on a drug related 
charge. 

The other victim, 22-year-old 
Beatrice Jones, died in the 
classic horrible way that is 
sometimes the lot of those who 
overdose on hard drugs.

Contrary to popular beliefs, poor 
fathers continue to work after 
receiving income supplements, 
according to a study of income 
supplement programs. 


Relégsed, by Congresswoman 
Martha Griffiths, chairman of the 
Joint Economic Subcommittee on 
Fiscal Affairs, the report clearly 


showed that the poor would con- 
tinue to work if given income sup- 
plements as a reward. 

“A key obstacle to extending 
cash supplements to poor 
families headed by able-bodied 
men has been the fear that many 
will leave their jobs," she com- 
mented. ‘The bulk of the 
evidence shows that such fears 
are unfounded.”

*Accomplished, Ritt’s reputation stands out for a number of 
reasons, including three important Paul Newman vehicles: Hud, 
Hombre, and Outrage, and now legendary Sounder. 

Today, less literally, he has called out the dogs and effectively put 
them to work, elevating an important educational autobiography, The 
Water is Wide (Boston: Houghton Mifflin Company, 1972, 306 Pgs.), 
to a cinematic work of distinction. 

Starring Jon Voight and Paul Winfield, Antonio Fargas, Marge 
Sinclair, Tina Andrews, and.a.classroom.ol. perfectly “beautiful kids, 
Mr. Ritt has translated Pat Conroy's The Water is Wide into the 
screen's titie of Conrack, which is very much like last year’s Soun- 
der, in that the latter is destined to become yet another jewel in Ritt's 
already star-studded crown. 

*As a piece of literature, The Water ia Wide fits neatly into the 
tradition of several previously published educational exposes such as 
Jonathan Kozol's Death at an Early Age. 

A better writer, Mr. Conroy has slightly: fictionalized .a_non- 
fictional tale by skillfully mixing several literary styles to tell his story 
about that one year of teaching black kids on South Carolina's 
Yamacraw Island, “a place just across the river from Beaufort.” 

From the-text's point of view, it appears.that Conroy's reasons for 
going to Yamacraw were much more legitimate than Kozol’s, in that 

Kozol came off as just another liberal white boy who went into 
Boston, Massachusett’s “ghettorized” coloured district to first leam 
something about poor, little underprivileged coloured children and 
secondly to learn something about himself. 

Kozol's story was done in such a spectacular manner that its ef- 
fect was lost-in our presupposed notions about his original intentions, 
which can be interpreted as being non-legitimate. . 

In sharp contrast, Conroy convinces his readers that he chose 
Yamacraw as a last straw against taking the U.S..Marines or the 
Peace Corps, that he was a pre-dedicated teacher with some ex- 
perience going in, and that he does not pretend to critically examine 
the system; instead, he merely writes about his first-hand ex- 
periences on Yamacraw in a lively but cold sort of way which paints 
vivid pictures of the supporters and 1on-supporters of a dying, 
autocratic school system in today's Sout’

*As a movie, Conrack opens with Pat Conroy (Jon Voight) 
coming to Yamacraw, naive, unsuspecting of the desolation of ine 
system's self-institutionalization, where he meets a vicious bit of a 
black woman principal, only known impersonally as Mrs, Scott 
(Marge Sinclair), a lady who lays out the work charge in terms more 
realistically different from the old farty superintendent's description. 

Mrs. Scott indicts both herself and the system that created her 
unidirectionat-view-wher ste introduces Mr. Conroy to his Vietins 
“Mr. Patroy,” she spits out with all the tiredness and anger and 
frustration of too many underpaid hours in a two-room classroom, 
“these are your babies; they are dumb and ignorant and retarded and 
they need plenty of hard work, the fundamentals — and from time-to- 
time, a good dose of the strap.” 

That's Mrs. Scott's point of view, and as hard as it might appear 
to. be, it-did a purpose, though it had been ineffective in getting this 
group of 5th-6th-7th & 8th graders to learn how to read the simpliest 
of words, to count the lowest of numbers, or to recall the most com- 
monest of facts. 

Mrs. Scott was right: the children were retarded, but they were 
no more retarded than the system which taught them the “ABC's” or 
created the educators who mistaught these ABC's. 

With this mission implicity defined, Mm, “Conrack,” as the 
children want to know him, sets out to conquer ignorance in the

*Different from The Water le Wide which contained no-particutar 
images and symbols, Mr. Ritt and his writers have filled Conrack to 
the brim of its barrel with a series of entertaining and creative 
devices which, on the one hand, make the picture acceptable as a 
romanticized version of a serious piece of éducational sociology, and 
on the other, fill the gaps between the text's tendency towards jour- 
nalistic editorialization and the natural presumptuousness of the 
cinema, a medium. which depends heavily on tapping into the 
emotions. of viewers. 

The story has all these possibilities, and with Jon-Voight coming 
into the role, having actually synthesized his character to a higher 
level of uriderstanding than he accomplished in his critically ac- 
claimed performance in the 1969 Midnight Cowboy, viewers are 
pulled into a very hemanistic story of a teacher trying to reach his 
heretofore unreachable pupils. 

Voight is absolutely fantastic; Marge Sinclair is even better; and 
the hit & miss appearances by the talented actors, Wintield and 
Fargas, serve to undermind the prevailing pathos generously abound 
in Conrack. 

Thus far, | am not sure as to whether or not | have actually 
reviewed the movie, Cunrack, or the text, The Water is Wide, but | am 
sure of what 1 saw: a movie that is based on actual events, a movie 
that has taken those events and symbolized them in order that those 
events now are representatives of the kinds of statements that 
teachers need to make about their profession, parents need to make 
about schools and how they are run, and children need to know 
about. 

For example, Mr. Ritt’s writers combined the text's two charac- 
ters, superintendent Piedmont and assistant superintendent Ben- 
nington into one: a craggy, old white man who was raised up in the 
grand tradition of the Old South, who believes that children learn by 
rote and “milking the rat,” an ancient form of corporal punishment 
that leaves the victim in tremendous pain, suffering from an extended 
case of embarrassment. 

Again, the lady principal's character has been beefed up to bet- 
ter reflect the negatives of the old system: Mrs. Smith's advises 
Conroy at one point, "Mr. Pathroy, if you want to survive the system 
and the teaching year, you will follow the rules, that is finish the book 
by the end of the term and keep order at all cost, ... that's the way 
things must be!" 

Not withstanding the fact that Mrs. Smith was damned glad to 
have this glorious assignment, Mrs. Smith was just old and she knew 
better, mainly by inference of the kinds of things represented by the 
Southem Tradition, than to mess with the white man. 

However, with Mr. Conroy's youth and idealism working against 
him, she comes down extra-specially hard on his. case, most times 
playing out her presupposed matriachal role to the “T.”

been shaped by his liberal background of coming out of a liberal arts 
institution and he had not been spoiled by the institutionalization

The Processing Involved 


HOW LONG SHOULD THE 
CHILD BE..IN. YOUR. HOME 
BEFORE ADOPTION IS FINAL? 

Most state laws require that 
Child remain for some time in the 
home of the adopting parents, 
This period is to protect both of 
you so that you and the child will 
fee! comfortable with each other 
At the same tiem. the agency will 
be there to help as questions 
come along 

Some.such. periods of living 
together are for 6 months - others 
for a year. When the child you 
adopt is older,/the time may be 
even longer than that. It usually 
takes an older child longer to get 
settled, to send down roots, and 
feél that he really fits in and 
belongs in his new home. It is im- 
protant to realize that when the 
older child enters 
home; he -brings is “past ex 
periences with him-—-and .must 
adapt to an entirely new way of 
living. 

HOW IS ADOPTION BROUGHT 
ABOUT? 

Only by court action can adop 
tion be made legal. Only by court 
action can you get ceértain safe- 
Guards that you can be sure-of-it 
is always best to file your petition 
for adoption with a court of the 
county and district in which you 
live. Some states require by law 
that this be done. Your lawyer will 
file the adoption petition and see 
that all is-in order. legally 

Occastionally, biological 
Parents give up a child and later 
change their minds. If the adop- 
ting parents had had the help of 
an agency, that tragedy would 
have been unlikely. When a good 
agency places a child for adop- 
tion, the rights of the natural 
parents have already been ter- 
minated 

The laws of many'states require 
that a study be made of new 
parents. «in some states this 
report must be made or arranged 
by the state department of public 
welfare 

When no such study is asked 
for by law, the judge, in order that 
he may act wisely,.may wish to 


his adoptive 


have some help. He may ask that 
@ study be made before he gives 
his decision. When you 
received your child through an 
agency, the agency has made 
such a study: 

\F HE IS A FOREIGN CHILD 

Couples in this country are 
adopting more and more children 
whose parents are foreigners. 
When this is done, adoptive 
parents need to follow the same 
caretul steps we have been 
talking about. For such an adop- 
tion, parents still apply to their 
local agency. 

Several international agencies 
Will help in selecting a child for 
you. Traveler's Aid ~ International 
Social. Service of America, the 
Holt Adoption Program, Inc.; the 
United HIAS Service, Inc, the 
United States Catholic Con- 
ference .- Immigration Depart- . 
ment 

The citizenship of a child is the 
same as that of his biological 
parents, If you adopt foreign born 
child of parents who are not 
citizens of this country, adoption 
does not give United States 
Citizenship. There are ways, 
however, for you to apply so he 
can become a citizen after he has 
been “yours” for 2 years 


HIS BIRTH CERTIFICATE AND 
CITIZENSHIP 

As soon as the adoption is 
final, ask your agency to help you 
get an amended certificate with 
the child's new name. All states 
take special care of this with a 
certificate or card that does not 
show that an adoption has been 
made. You can gel an amended 
birth certificate if you adopt.a 
foreign born child. Your agency 
will tell you how. 

Your child. will need such a 
record many times during his life 
it gives his new name only and 
does not report-his-adoption: The 
child will like that, better, even 
though the fact of his adoption is 
not a -secret

Out of the continuing struggle bet- 
ween the Congress and the Nixon Ad- 
ministration, it would appear that a 
compromise has been reached that will 
extend a long-postponed benefit to the 
nation’s lowest paid workers 

The boon comes in the form of ap- 
proval by Congress of legislation 
raising the minimum wage for such low- 
paid people as farm workers 
domestics. hotel-restaurant--workers, 
and a number of other marginal 
workers. including those who work in 
bowling alleys. and nursing homes 

For black Americans. the inclusion of 
about. one million domestic workers is 
the most significant boon For millions 
of others, the increase of the minimum 
wage from the present $1 60 per hour to 
$2.30 within. the next two years 
represents their first pay-raise since 
1967..in spite of the fact that for all 
Americans the cost ot tiving has 
escalated to alarming heights 

Under the bill approved last week by 
the US Senate (71-19) and sent to 
President Nixon for -his signature, the 
first increase, to $2.00 per hour will go 

into effect for most workers on May 1 of 
this year: to $2 10 next January, and to 
$2.30 on January 1. 1976

Once again. in order to understand the 
nature of police power in the ghetto, one 
must understand the nature and purpose of 
the ghetto. The ghetto is the answer to the 
question of how the larger community can 
control the black community 

Ghettos create walls between the racially 
oppressed and the white majority. The police 
force, therefore. has the Galiberate. inhersnr 
task of keeping the ghetto intact. The new 
expressways ‘become veritable fortresses 
against the ghetto in the event of the 
necessity for massive attacks against the 
anger of an oppressed people 

in other words, the ghetto shields whites 
from anger and hostility of Diack people; it 
permits the white middie class to go about its 
business as usual 

The ghetto is produced and maintained by 
deliberate policies of rea! estate interests, 
which are legally and politically supported by 
powerful sections of the federal, state and 
local governments. The whole “ghetto enter- ~ 
prise™ is reinforced and supported by the so- 
called “silent majority” which is never 
“silent about its sentiments regarding what 
is the black man's “place” in American 
society. a 

Each act of police brutality is an automatic

onty to clarity the nature of the police 
system. The nature of the ghetto itself is a 
brutal structure, and institution. 

The policemen happen to be the most 
ostensible manifestation of control. Other 
agents are on equal parity with the police in 
perpetuating a brutal system of racial con- 
trot. Therefore, black- community strategy 
against police brutality issue must consider 
other interrelated issues and institutions 

The black community may have to think of 
Strategies which will economically and 

“politically cause great discomfort and incon- 
venience for the community at large and 
against some of those other institutions 
which mandate the police system to function 
the way they do in the ghetto, or are in 
collusion with the police system, before any 
real and radical changes are made to 
eliminate brutality 


A new U.S. Census study of the na- 
tion's voting patterns reports that the 
mimber of blacks who voted: in’ 1972 
declined 5.5% from the 1968 elections. 
The Census Bureau added that because 
of sampling variability, the decline 
could be as high as 6.9%. Of blacks 
age 21 and older, 54.6% were esti- 


The city of Cleveland is dismissing 
some 390 workers, most of whom were 
put on the payroll with temporary 
federal government funds. These funds 
are no longer available, therefore, more 
men and.women are headed for the 
unemployment office 

Men who thought they were per- 
manently employed, now find them- 
selves not even eéntitied to unem- 
ployment benefits. 

The fault is not with these dismissed 
employees. it is the government's fault. 
Both the city and federal. 

In order to alleviate unemployment, 
crash programs are conceived; and 
emergency federal and local matching 
money is made available on a limited 
time basis. 

|t is expected that, during this time 
period, the jobs created can become 
Permanent or, other permanent type 
jobs become available. 

Unfortunately, this isn't the wav it 
works out. This is just another WPA 
type gimmick that was used in the 
depression thirties. The only difference 
is, the workers get more money now. 

During the Kénnedy, Johnson and 
Nixon” administrations, billions. of 
dollars were spent on various programs 
to deal with unemployment and poverty. 
For“alt the-money spent, we are hard 
put to find out what commensurate 
results have accrued to the people 
these programs were desianed to help. 

Investigations have shown that 
very little of the billions spent trickle 
down to the-people in need. Big 
salaries for administration heads and 
padded payrolls, account for the 
biggest percentage of each dollar 
spent. 

Everybody in government seems to 
have a solution for the ills of these 
Programs. But each solution seems to 
end up in the same rut. 

Perhaps there are too many solutions 
and programs for the alleviation of 
poverty—and. unemployment. It gould 
also be that there is big profit in. the ad- 
ministration of these programs for cer- 
tain favored people both in and out of 
government. 

However, the fact remains, that there 
is & lot of money being spent and very 
little accomplished. A report from The 
White House recently revealed that the 
total outlay for civil rights. activities 
has risen from $1. billion in 1971 to 
$3.5 billion in 1975. Outlays for civil 
rights enforcement have risen from, $75 
million in 1969 to $604 million in 1975.

milion in. 1970 to $53.7 million in 1975. 

Employment related child care, has 
gone from $143 million in 1970 to $586 
million in 1975. Direct benefits to low- 
income persons increased from $15.9 
billion in 1969 to $32.2 billion in 1975. 

To help minorities enter into 
business, the federal government 
Proposes to spend $1.2 billion in 1975. 

In looking at these reports, it seems 
that poverty and unemployment are 
being assailed on every front. The bat- 
tle is raging but no victories are being 
claimed. 

For all this money being spent and 
the time these programs have been in 
force, at least a few stones out of the 
Walls of Jerico ought to’ be falling: 

Lately, | have looked at a few of these 
Programs, |-am~amazed at the inef- 
ficiency | have seen; And, above alt. the 
kind and type of people contributing to 
this blundering inefficiency. The 
education these people have seems to 
make little difference in the results. 

It's a long way from June, 1941, when 
A, Philip Randolph threatened a March 
on Washington to force action tor bet- 
ter wartime jobs for Negroes. 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
seeking to avert this protest march, 
signed Executive Order 8802. This was 
the beginning of a fight for jobs that 
has continued to this day. 

Now billions of dollars later, we are 
still confronted with the same 
problems, There has to be something 
wrong with these remedial programs. 
Our unemployment rate remains a 
steady, abnormal high. The unem- 
ployment rate among our youth in- 
creases instead of diminishing. 

With high unemployment, every 
business is complaining about its em- 
ployees or lack of them, There is a scar- 
city of nearly everything we eat, wear or 
use. The claim is that we can't produce 
enough. or 

Ask yourself this question: ‘how is 
this true with all of the claimed unem- 
ployed’ people we have? Where are all 
of these minority people that have been 
trained during all of these years? Are 
they working or, are they still unem- 
ployed? 

When the federal government says it 
is spending $3.5 billion on civil rights 
programs, we can't accuse it of foot- 
dragging. Perhaps we have a respon- 
sibility to see that we get the greatest 
results from this money. We ought to be 
smart enough to mount our own full- 
fledged investigation to see’ if anybody 
is cheating us. 

This is something ‘all of us elected 
Jegislators ought to be interested in. 


When | was much younger, | recall 
the old folks saying that some people 
are always “Hawking at a Gnat and 
Swallowing a Camel”. It took me some 
time to make sense out of this old saw, 
but it finally dawned upon my 
inquisitive mind that the “old folks" had 
no great opinion of those who engaged 
in nit-picking over inconsequentials 
while neglecting some really gross 
misdemeanors. 

1 was reminded of the old saying by 
the recent furor being created by some 
critics of the Ohio Public Utilities Qom- 
mission, because it, under law, must 
permit public utilities to charge off their 
charitable contributions as an expense 
item in calculating their requests for 
periodic rate increases. 

Now, | have no more zest than any or- 
dinary citizen for increases in any of 
the many things required in this modern 
age to achieve the “better lite". But, to 
give the devil his due, it would appear 
almost inevitable that the people who 
provide us with natural gas, electric 
power, and telephone service, must 
sooner or later stick us consumers with 
their higher costs. 

Just how much effect the modest 
contributions to charitable and civic 
organizations., figured in the PUC's 
decision to allow East Ohio Gas a 
,$38.8-million rate increase, and a $46 
million rate increase to Cleveland Elec- 
tric INluminating Company, is difficult to 
assess, but it had to represent a very 
negligible part of the’cost factors sub- 
mitted to. PUC to justify its actions. 

So it is reasonable to conclude that 
even. if none ef these contributions 
were, in the future, allowed, as long as 
we continue in the inflationary booby— 
trap we have tripped, consumers are 
going to have to pay more tor these, ser- 
vices. 

At best, the consumer-customer of 
these utilities will be called upon to pay 


charitable contributions while 
overlooking the more important factors 
of the energy crisis, bureaucratic waste, 
and the fact that all of these utilities are 
operated on the investments of 


‘One thing is certain, when large cor- 
porations are stripped of the right to in- 


_ Clude charitable contributions either 


from their briefs for rate increases, or 
from local, state and federal taxes, a lot 
of really worthwhile civic and charitable 
organizations are going to get short-

Drug Pushers, Take Note 


When the Ohio House took up a bill designed to crack 
down on drug pushers last week, Rep. James W, Rankin (D- 
Cincinnati), succeeded in tacking on an amendment to stif- 
fen the penalty of convicted drug peddlers. 

Before passing the bill, 68-3, the House adopted Rankin's 
amendment to provide a mandatory 10-year jail term for first 
offenders convicted of drug pushing. The original bill called 
for a five year minimum term. 

The amendment also changed the mandatory sentence for 
dealers in minor drugs such as depressants for persons with 
prior conviction for drug trafficking, to from four to eight 
years. Conviction for hard drugs, heroin, hallucinogens, 
cocaine, etc., was upped: from seven to 20 year terms. 

The bill, H.B. 1080, promoted by Atty. Gen. William J 
Brown. carries the names of 29 co-sponsors, including 
Rankin. Other black co-sponsors are: Reps: Phale D. Hale. 
Columbus; C.J. Mctin, Dayton, Ike Thompson and John 
Thompson, both of Cleveland. The bill is now awaiting con- 
sideration by the Ohio Senate 

In another House action last week, a proposal aimed at 
opening the way for minority owned and rural area banks to 
receive a piece of the state's banking deposit action, was 
voted down alter a rather heated debate 

The amendment, sponsored by Rep. McLin, was designed 
to.allow. minority, and rural. owned banks which donot meet 
current state requirements as depositories for state fund, to 
participate. As approved by the House and sent back to the 
Senate for concurrence in. House amendments, the bill 
allows savings and loans institutions to bid for the deposit of 
state’s funds of $100,000 or more. 

McLin, in support of his proposal, argued that minority and 
rural banking institutions or savings and loans associations, 
upon their latest report to the Superintendent of Banks, 
should be awarded a portion of $50 million of active, inactive 
or interim deposits of public monies 

Rep. Hale, speaking in support of the amendment, said that 
under the present system, little people have been locked out. 
He suggested that the system operates much like a gambling 
house, in that it sets its own rules and the participants must 
abide by them. 

The banking rules are made by big institutions, in urging 
the House to “bend the rules" and allow the smal! banks and 
institutions to compete for a piece of the action. 

The amendment, after some confusion over a voice vote 
and a parliamentary debate involving a reconsideration 
motion, was voted down 52 to -36..On-the final, vote, the 
measure, Sub. S.B. 141, passed 68 to. 21, McLin, Rankin, 
William Mallory, Assistant House Majority leader, and Casey 
Jones, Toledo, four of the nine*black members, voted against 
the measure. = 

Before closing down for its weekend recess last week, the 
Ohio House adopted a resolution saluting black poetess 
Nikki Giovanni for having been chosen as the Ladies Home 
Journal Woman of the Year. The resolution was sponsored by 
Reps. Mallory, Rankin and James T. Luken. 

Incidentally, the sponsors, unlike on many previous oc- 
casions, included The CALL - POST among newspapers to 
be sent “authenticated” copies of the resolution, paying 
tribute to “one of Ohio’s and, indeed the nation's, finest 
citizens and poetesses."

Impeachment and Busing 


The President, in a desperate attempt to preserve the 
votes of conservative Senators, has taken a sharp rightward 
turn in his domestic policies, and that could spell serious 
trouble ahead for black people and poor people. 

The most recent indication was the use of that old whip- 
ping-boy, busing, in the President's nationally broadcast 
tadio address on education policy. 

From the start, busing has been a “phony” issue, a means 
of manipulating emotions rather than making it work as a 
vehicle for quality, integrated education. 

Busing has been used, often in a minimal way, as a last 
resort to replace segregated school attendance patterns that 
violate the constitutional rights of minority children. 

To the extent that it has been tried with full community par- 
ticipation, it has worked. The U. S. Commission on Civil 
Rights has documented the way a number of cities have 
overcome initial oppostion to busing with the result that there 
has been a marked improvement in educational opportunities 
in those cities. 

Opposition to busing is based on emotional responses 
grounded. in-racial-feelings. It is an attempt to roll the clock 
back to officially-imposed segregation. Words like “busing,” 
and terms like “neighborhood schools" are screens behind 
which lurk the real intention to deny to black children their 
right to integrated education. 

The relentless march of judicial decisions in favor of 
busing as one means of fulfilling the constitutional mandate 
to desegraté is an indication that the courts are fulfilling their 
responsibilities. Can the President do less? 

instead of providing the moral feadership on this issue, he 
has used what is left of the prestige of his office to launch an 
assault on the constitutional rights of minorities. By backing 
anti-busing legislation he is lending support to an uncon- 


inevitable constitutional confrontation between the Congress 
and the judiciary. 

And his use of emotional language, such es “excessive for- 
ced busing” to deacribe a situation that is neither excessive 
nor forced can only deepen racial antagoniam. 
ft seems to me that this nation has enough constitutional 
frontations and enough racial divisions to lest a lifetime. 
By propelling busing back into the limelight, the President 
has taken an issue now before the courts and has used it to 
increase national tensions. 

Just why he has chosen to play this role is problematical, 
but the most reasonable explanation is that he is using the

To Aid Veterans 


Agreements bringing VISTA 
volunteers into a government 
wide program to help veterans 
with readjusiment problems were 
signed today between ACTION 


Director Mike Balzano, and Ad- 


ministratgs of Veterans Atlairs 
Donald E. Johnson. 

Called VETREACH, the volun- 
teer program is intended to aug- 
ment Veterans Administration's 
intensive efforts to reach 
veterans who fail to use VA 
benefits because of education or 
economic barriers. 

ACTION'S’ VISTA (Volunteers 
in Service to America) volunteers 
will seed out and counsel 
veterans and refer them to com- 
munity agencies ready and-abie 
to help them: The VISTA volun- 
teers will be Vietnam era veterans 
Who will place special emphasis 
On teaching and assisting -Viel- 
nam veterans. 

VETREACH will begin March 
29 with storefront centers in San 
Francisco and Wichita, Kans. It 
may be expanded to other cities, 
the two- agency heads agreed. 
Balzano- and Johnson, signed’an 
inter-agency agreement to jointly. 
conduct the VETREACH program 
al VA headquarters here today. 

Under the agreement, ACTION 
will recruit and train up to 60 full- 
time volunteers for VETREACH 
from the Wichita and San Fran- 
cisco areas, as well as part-time 
volunteers to assist them. The VA 
will pay the operating expenses 
and staff salaries for the two 
VETREACH centers and. provide 
the VISTA volunteers with ad- 
ditional training on. VA benefits 
and community resources. 

Balzano expressed hope that

What Can We Do 
About Child Abuse? 

(This is one of @ two-part set of 
articles on the problem of child 
abuse, The other dealt with the 
nature and extent of the problem | 
«+» estimates place the number 
of seriously injured children at 
well over 10,000 each yeer. This 
describes some of the steps 
being taken to overcome the 
problem.) 

+Child abuse is, unfortunately, 


on the rise. We spoke, in the. 


companion article to this one, of 
the conditions of circumstances 
which “add up” to the event it- 
self. These conditions 

~ potentially” abusive’ parent, the 
vulnerable child and the crisis or 
“trigger” - are being aggravated 
by still other circumstances 
which are on the rise, Factors 
which have been linked with 
child abuse are (1) alcohol or 
other drug addition in parents (2) 
the assumption of parenthood by 
young people who often have not 
had adequate parental models 
and are barely more than children 
themselves. The alcohol and 
other drug-addicted parent and 
the teenage parent are both 
possible candidates as child 
abusers, although many 
teenagers are mature and ex- 
cellent parents. 

Key to helping and, indeed, 
saving both the child and the 
abusing parent or parents is the 
identification of the problem. 
Uniess it is known that a child is 
being abused we cannot take any 
steps to intervene and remove the 
Peril to the child and the. agony 
from the parent. Both private 
physicians and hospital 
emergency room personne! have 
become sensitive to the symp- 
toms of abuse and since the mid- 
60's there have been large steps 
forward in laws and regulations 
regarding reports of auspected 
and confirmed cases. 

All 50 states and the District of 
Columbia have laws on the repor- 
ting of child abuse cases. Or- 
dinarity, local child “protective 
services” bear the major respon- 
sibility of stepping in and taking 
some kind of action to protect the 


cies working with abused 
children have recognized that the 
parents also need help rather 


that 5 potentially 
is generally suspicious of 
authority, They often grew up in 
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iuana or neighbor, your role is . 
less clear. Rather than intervene 
yourself, you should contact the 
local American Humane 
Association, Juvenile Bureau, 
Department of Welfare or.

If you feel an 
episode is in progress - that is, a 
child is being abused or neglec- 
ted at that. moment - call the 
police. 

Once a family in need of help is 
recognized, modern treatment 
methods are called in to play.

the _ themselves, if not physically, then_ 


emotionally or spiritually. They 
aré unaware of themselves, lack 
confidence in thur abilities and 
worth as individuals. They aré of- 
ten depressed, pessimistic, 
frustrated and generally 
alienated. The aim of treatment is 
reassure the parents, persuade 
them of their worth, help them 
develop the coping skills to han- 
dle day-to-day stresses and gain 
a direction and purpose to their 
lives. 

Treatment brings these often 
isolated parents back into the 


« Mainstream of family life where 


the relationships and ex- 
pectations of parents and 
children are more “normal” and 
healthy. They no longer regard 
their children as symbols of their 
own failure or of the non-loving 
parent against whom they might 
wish to strike out. The child can 
then return to the family where 
the parents have been helped to 
fearn- how to show love and af- 
fection without fear of rejection 
or disappointment. ¥ 
Two treatment programs which 
show great promise have recently 
been started - one in Colorado 
and one in California. For the

In February, 1972, the Housing 
Commission issued its initial find- 
ings.

It spelled out an im- 
mediate need for nearly 500,000 
units of decent housing for low 
income familias alone. It reported 
more than 40 per cent of all 
housing is unsound in 28 coun- 
ties of Ohio Appalachia 

The report outlines two major 
housing bills currently before the 
state legislature: Senate Bill 103 
and House Bill 870, $.8..103 is 
designed to modernize the laws 


of Ohio defining the relationship — 


between landlords and their 
tenants, The commission believes 
that passage and successful im- 
ptementation of this bill can 


result in -better-mainténance and 
repair of rented housing 


AM. H.B. 870 is designed to ex- 
pand the powers of the Ohio 
Housing Development Board 
(HDB) to provide technical and 
financial assistance to 
developers and consumers of 
housing in Ohio, AM. H B. 870 
passed the Ohio House in July, 
1973, and is presently “in the 
Senate Finance Committee

By Consumer Reports 


MOUNT: VERNON, N.Y. - “Egg 
Beaters" are ‘passable’ tor 
people who must restrict theiT™m- 
take of cholesterol, but in taste 
and nutrition, the heavily adverti- 
sed egg substitute is not ali its 
cracked up to be, says Consumer 
Reports. 

Consumers Union, the non- 
Profit publisher of the magazine, 
tested samples of the egg-like 
tluid-for-cholesterol content; taste 
and” nutrition.” The “ cholesterot 
content of “Egg Beaters” is nil, 
as advertised, and the fat content 
predominantly unsaturated. 

“However, egg devotes should 
not raise their hopes too high,” 
says the magazine. It points out 
that “Egg Beaters” are a syn- 
thetic processed food, not a 
match for real eggs in nutrition. 

The samples of “Egg Beaters” 
tested contained 18 per cent less 
Protein than advertised and 23 
per cent less than a real egg, 
Says the March-issue report. 

The-samples of “Egg .Beaters” 
CU tested were abgut 8.7 per 
cent carbohydrates (sugar and 
Starches), about 10 times as 
much as a real egg contains. 
they contained _133__per cent 
more sodium than a’real egg, a 
fact that could be important to 
some heart patients and others 
who must restrict their intake of 
sodidm. 

CU. judged that while. the-four 
vitamins and five minerals added 
to..the. product may look .im- 
pressive on the label, “Egg 
Beaters" lacked significant 
amounts of phosphorus, 
manganese, and some B 
vitamins. ,

“Egg Beaters” were ‘wet, runny, . 
and lacking in egg aroma.” And 
omelets, cheese souffies, and 
cream puffs, made with “Egg 
Beaters” were, not as good as 
those made with fresh eggs. 

CU's shoppers found that they 
cast about 20 to SO per cent more 
than. nature’s own, 

Meanwhile, the report notes, 
scientific evidence regarding 
cholesterol and coronary heart 
disease~ is--still, incompletes ~ 
Questions of whether or when to 
cut down on cholesterol remain 
open.

Pure Pygmies 


KAMPALA, Uganda -- (NBNS) -- 
Anthropologists believe that the 
40,000 Bambuti are the only 
African pygmies that are 
pureblooded, They speak in the 
dialects of their African neigh- 
bors but in a strange singsong 
that makes it difficult to under- 
stand them.
